Axp Thirdly, to ſhew what Advantages we may expect to reap 
from ſo doing. | 


FirsT, That the End and Deſign of the Society may julily be 
ſaid to be Well-doing ; this I believe will be readily granted by all 
'who have any Senſe of Religion and any Regard to its Intereſts, 

and by all who are truly charitable, who are conccrn'd for the Eaſe 
.and Happineſs of Individuals, or for the Proſperity and Good of 
{the Community. 


Fo the declared and real Intention, and the conſtant Care and 
Endeavour of the Society, is, Firſt, to have Youth inſtructed in the 
Chriſtian Religion in general, with ample Caution againſt the dan- 

gerous Errors of Popery in particular; and Secondly, to have them 
taught and inured to Labour and Induſtry, that they may, in due 
Time, procure the Neceſſaries and Conveniencies of Life tor them- 
telves, and thereby be freed from the Temptation of ſpoiling and 
depriving others of the Fruits of their Labours; the grand Ob- 
ſtruction of many Advantages to this Kingdom. 


Tua inſtructing Youth in Religion is Well-doing, is manifeſt; 
whether we conſider it as promoting the Honour of God, and the 
Reverence and Reſpect of rational Creatures to their Almighty 
Creator and continual Benefactor; or, as it is the only Means of 
obtaining eternal Salvation; or, as it is the only ſolid Foundation 
whereon to build all thoſe Virtues which muſt render moral Agents 
happy in themſelves, or beneficial, nay, not hurtful to the Publick. 
All theſe are the genuine and natural Effects of true Religion, and 
therefore, doubtleſs, . the training up Youth in ſuch a Way as tends 
moſt to make them truly religious, and thereby moſt Uleful and 
Happy, is Well-doing. :

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Ir is a melancholy, but too manifeſt a Truth, that 2 


Youth from the Errors of Popery, and amply warning them again 


the miſchievous Doctrines and Practices of it, is little leſs benefici- 


al and neceſſary. | 


THAT the pure Religion of the bleſſed Jeſus ſhould be corrupted ' 
to that degree, the Laws of the Prince of Peace fo perverted to the 


perſecuting, tormenting, and even deſtroying his moſt loyal and 


faithful Subjects, and that there ſhould be found Numbers ſo wicked 
as to teach and inculcate ſuch Maxims, others fo credulous and 
prone to believe them, nay ſo wedded to them, ſo obſtinately per- 
fiſting in them, that no Means fit to be uſed by Chriſtians or Men, 


can be deviſed to reclaim them, are all Points, wonderful indeed, 
but nevertheleſs ſuch as we have too convincing Proof of; melan- 


choly Proofs in the Sufferings of former Times, continual and grie- 


vous Experience in our .0Wn. . 


To reſcue them from ſuch Errors, from ſuperſtitious Practices, 
ſubſtituted inſtead of real Piety, encouraging Vice, by procuring eaſy 


Pardons, on performing uſeleſs or ridiculous Acts under the Names of 


Penance, and exciting them to horrid Miſchiefs, under the Pretence 
of extirpating Hereſy, and propagating the Catholick Religion, is 
undoubtedly a Benefit to them, and to their Neighbours, often 


Sufferers, always in Danger, from the. Influence of ſuch. pernicious 


Doctrines; to inculcate into young untainted Minds, inſtead of 


theſe, a ſolid, rational Piety towards God, a ſober and virtuous. 


Courſe of Life, and Fidelity and peaceable Behaviour towards all 
Men, is a Bleſſing to them, and to all who have any Intercourſe . 
with them: And that the Hope of Succeſs in this neceſſary Culture 
depends chiefly upon ſowing the good Seed, before the Enemy has 


ſown the Tares, or before they have taken Root and gained Strength, 


and their Errors are become inveterate, the Experience of preſent, | 
and Hittory of the ineffectual Endeavours of paſt Times, ſufficiently ; 


evince. 
A 2 | STRICT. 
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STRICT Laws have formerly been enacted, and rigorous Methods 
uſed to reduce them ; of which they cannot have the Face to com- 
plain, the Precedent having been taken from their own Practice, 
wherever they have had Power, and they are but a ſmall Degree 
of Retaliation of the Inſolence and Cruelty they exerciſe in the 
like Caſes; the ſevereſt of our laws, (which the Lenity of our 
Government and the good Nature of our People do not execute) 
are Mercy, when compared with their actual Proceedings and Exe- 
cutions, in all Caſes where their Religion, or whatever has but the 
moſt remote Relation to it, is concerned. 


Bur theſe rigorous Courſes have been found, as might well have 
been expected, vain and ineffectual, have only given a Handle to 
complain and miſrepreſent; have exaſperated and alienated, inſtead 
of reconciling: It has therefore been wiſely judged that gentle 
Means, Inſtruction and Perſuaſion ſhould be uſed, the only Means 
agreeable to the Chriſtian Religion, and to good Senſe, and to the 
Conſtitution and Dignity of Human Nature, that they ſhould be 
led by the Cords of Man, giving them ample Satisfaction of our 
Good-will towards them, by the ſenſible Effects of it, in ſupplying 
their preſent Wants, and providing for them Neceſlaries, * which 
they were before deſtitute, and at the ſame Time endeavouring to 
inſtil into them ſuch a Degree of Knowledge as that they may 
have recourſe to the Fountain of Truth, the Word of God, and 
ſo be enabled in ſome Meaſure, to fee with their own Eyes, and 
judge for themſelves, and diſcover who would endeavour to deceive 
* miſlead them. This, no doubt, is the true and rational Way 
of proceeding with reaſonable Creatures. Perſecutions, Impriſon- 
ments, Stripes, Death, and Tortures worſe than Death, may be 
their Way of Converſion, and of enlarging the Number of the 
Members of their Church, but we have no ſuch Cuſtom, nor the 
Churches of God; that is, thoſe who govern themſelves according 
to the genuine Doctrines of divine Revelation, and the true Spirit 
of Chriſtianity. 1 

UT 
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BuT whoever conſiders how Popery has corrupted Chriſtianity, 
what Hay and Stubble it has heaped upon the Foundation of 
_ Chriſt and his Apoſtles, overwhelming and burying the Fabrick of 
their raiſing, or undermining the Ground of it, by advancing 
Doctrines deſtructive of Morality and Society, as, that Faith is not 
to be kept with Hereticks, that the Pope or his Subſtitutes may 
abſolve Subjects from their Oaths of Allegiance, and depoſe Princes, 
and overturn Governments; that Men may, by Donations to their 
ſuperſtitious Uſes commute for the Neglect of the Exerciſes of 
Piety, or for the Diſcharge of the Duties of any Relation or Office ; 
cannot but acknowledge, that to prevent, by gentle, humane Me- 
thods, ſuch miſchievous Opinions from taking root or ſpreading, is 
both beneficial to Individuals in particular, and to all Societies 
and Mankind in general; nay, in a good Meaſure neceſſary for 
thoſe who are to live among Men infected with ſuch Principles. 


To diſcover and propagate Truth, and to diſpel Error, fo give 
Light to them that fit in Darkneſs, and to guide Mens Feet into the 
Way of Peace, was an Undertaking worthy the Divine Charity, 
and will be eſteemed ſuch, by all who are under the Influence of 
that Spirit which actuated him, who went about doing Good: But 
how careleſs ſoever ſome may be concerning ſuch Popiſh Errors 
and Follies, as chiefly regard Papiſts themſelves, and their own Su- 
perſtitions, and do not affect their Neighbours, and hurt Society; yet to 
prevent the baleful Influence and miſchievous Effects of their other 
Doctrines, under which no Country has ſuffered more and oftener 
than this, the Marks whereof are not yet worn out, but viſible in 
all parts of it, is a Matter of the greateſt Concern to the Publick, 
requires the Advice and Aſſiſtance, and deſerves the Aid and 
Furtherance of all who defire the Continuance of the Proteſtant 
Religion, the Safety of their own Perſons and Poſterity, and the 


Preſervation of Property and Authority in the Hands of the preſent 
Poſſeſſors. HE | 


FURTHER,

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' FoxTHeR, That the Intention and Care of this Society is Well- 
doing, will be acknowledged, when it is conſidered, that it is a 
principal Aim of it to train up Youth to Labour and Induſtry. 


THAT the Being and Continuance of a State depends much, 
the Proſperity and Flouriſhing of a Nation, entirely next to God's 
Favour and Blefling, upon the Labour and Induſtry of the People, 
is a Truth, not only conſonant to the Tenor of all Hiſtory, and 
the Remarks of all Politicians, but is obvious to the ſlighteſt Ob- 
ſerver. It is indeed a Self-evident Truth, and was never doubted 
or denied by any one: And as little can it be doubted, that the 
molt effectual W ay to render Men laborious and induſtrious, is, 
ſuitably to their Age and Strength, to train them up ſo from their 
Youth : All uſeful and good Habits are ſo beſt acquired, but 
eſpecially that of Labouring : Health and Strength are encreaſed, 
as well as Activity and — promoted thereby. Now altho' 
the flouriſhing State of a Staple Manufacture of this Kingdom, and 
the Progreſs of many Arts, (which redound much to the Bene- 
fit of the Publick in general, and to the Honour of the Promoters 
and Guardians of them) in part clear this Country from the Cen- 
ſures and Aſperſions of univerſal Sloth and Idleneſs, to which it 
was formerly obnoxious; yet whether too much of theſe does not 
remain, equally to our Diſadvantage as to our Reproach, I fhall ſub- 
mit to the Reflection of thoſe who are beſt acquainted with the pre- 
ſent State of the Country and the Condition of its Inhabitants. 


Is ſome meaſure to remove from the Tr:/þ Natives this 
Imputation, and to encourage this Society, and excite others to 
endeavour to cure this Diſtemper wherever it prevails, let it be 
conſidered, that their long Journeys to ſeek. for Employment, and 
Readineſs oftentimes to engage in it, for very low Rewards, intimate, 
that they rather want Direction and Encouragement than Willing- 
neſs and Inclination to undergo Fatigue ; and that therefore many 


of thoſe, who are yery ready and apt to accuſe them, are acl 
elves 
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ſelves many times more blameable for not counſelling and aſſiſting 

them. It is to be wiſhed there was no Cauſe to ſuſpect that they 
are at any time greatly diſcouraged, by being oppreſſed and even 
defrauded of the Recompence of their Labour. 


HowEveR theſe Things may be, it is an undeniable and notorious 
Truth, that the Proteſtants in general are more induſtrious than the 
Popiſh Inhabitants, and accordingly thoſe Parts of the Kingdom 
polleſſed by the former are more populous, better cultivated and 
improved, than thoſe occupied by the latter, and the 2 them- 
ſelves much better accommodated with all the Neceflaries and 
Conveniencies of Life ; the one, living in Plenty and Comfort, 
when compared with the Indigence and Miſery of the other. 


Now to prevent Sloth and Idleneſs, and the evil Conſequences 
of them, Hunger, Nakedneſs, Theft, all Sorts of Vices, prone- 
neſs to Tumults and Sedition, and to procure them all the Bleſſings 
of Labour and Induſtry, Food, Cloathing, and all the Neceſſaries of 
Life, with Virtue, Honeſty, Peaceableneſs, Loyalty, and Obedience 
to Magiſtracy ; the Society directs thoſe of both Sexes to be daily 
exercis'd for certain Hours in ſuch gentle Labours as are moſt ſuita- 
ble to their tender Age, in ſuch Manufactures as are introducing 
into their Neighbourhood ; principally, in the ſundry Branches of 
that, which is the Source of the Riches, and Support of the 
Wealth and Commerce-of the Kingdom, and the more robuſt of 
them in ſuch Branches of Agriculture, as their Situation will admit, 
and their Strength enable them to perform. This both inures them 
to Labour, and alſo conſiderably lightens the Burden of their Main- 
tenance, ſo that they are not only initiated in the Learning neceſ- 
ſary for a Chriſtian, but alſo, in labouring truly to get their own 


Living, ana to do their Duty in that State of Life in which it hath 
pleaſed God to place them, 


Tux better to ſecure their Diligence and Application, the Society 
generally lets out their Labour, and fo makes it the Intereſt of 


{ſome 
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ſome Perſon to take Care that they be attentive and induſtrious, 
and, at the ſame Time, that they may not be in a State of 
Egyptian Bondage, ſuffer under cruel Taſk-maſters, and be op- 
preſſed above what their Strength and Health, or even Relaxation 
neceſſary to their Age will admit, the Society has preſcribed and 
fixed the very Hours for their Labour, and that their' Rules may 
be punctually obſerved, have ordered them to be continually before 
their Eyes in the Places of their Operation, that they may be ſen- 
fible it they be attempted to be violated or infringed, and make 
their Complaints accordingly, where they will be ſure to be 
favourably heard, and to have their Grievances redrefled. 


Nor does the Care of the Society concerning this important 
Article end here. As ſoon as theſe Youths have arrived at ſuch a 
Degree of Knowledge, as to enable them to retain and improve 
what they have acquired, and are of Years above the Diſcipline of 
ſuch Seminaries, and of Strength to undergo more laborious Em- 
ployment, they are bound out as Servants and Apprentices to ſuch 
Crafts and Arts as offer, the Preference being conſtantly given to 
the Staple Manufacture of the Kingdom: And out of theſe Semi- 
naries have been copiouſly ſupplied and promoted, many infant 
Settlements and rifing Colonies, planting with great Honour to the 
Undertakers, certainly with Benefit to the Publick, employing the 
Artificers, collecting and civiliſing the People, and improving and 
adorning the Kingdom. 


AnD further, to ſecure the capital Articles of Religion and In- 
duſtry, they are bound only to Proteſtants, the leſs known and more 
obſcure Perſons of whom, are required to produce credible Certifi- 
cates of their Abilities and Qualifications to receive Apprentices : 
And to engage the Sobriety and Diligence of Youth in this critical 
Period, and the dangerous Interval ſucceeding it; the Society (ſince 
it has by his Majefty, at the Requeſt of the honourable Repreſen- 
tatives of the Nation, been enabled fo to do,) on Certificates of 
their good Behaviour, gives them, at their entering into the ny 
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gal State, and ſettling in a Family-Way, ſuch a Bounty, as enables 
them to provide a Habitation, and ſome of the Neceſſaries ſuitable 
to their Rank and Condition. | 


Trivs does the Society provide for the Souls and Bodies of theſe 
Youths, for their Welfare and Proſperity here and for their Virtue 
and Happineſs hereafter ; and if this be not Well-doing, it is hard 


to ſay what is ſuch, Thoſe who can object to this Charity or 


withold their Aſſiſtance from it, will not, it is. to be fear'd, eaſily 
find one that will obtain their Approbation. | 


 Havins Thope fatisfied you, that the Aim and Deſign of this Society 
is Welk-doing, little Occaſion will there be, Secondly, to exhort you 
not to be weary but to perſiſt in tHe Proſecution of it. If there were 
ſufficient Reaſons to begin and undertake this good Work (and many 
and cogent ones of pious, charitable,. and intereſting Conſideration 
there ſurely were) the ſame {till ſubſiſt; and require our proceeding in 
the ſame good Reſolution and Attempt. Nothing has hitherto hap- 
pened fince the Commencement of it, either in the Progreſs or Ma- 
nagement of it, to render it leſs requiſite, leſs hopeful, leſs deſerving, 


the Favour, Encouragement and Aſſiſtance of all Proteſtants. 


Tur Poor wilt never be wanting, fit Objects for the Exerciſe of 
Charity, the number of Papiſts is not conſiderably diminiſhed, their 
Doctrines dangerous to Society renounced or diſclaimed, their In- 


clination to perſecute, and Reſolution to ſuppreſs, under the Name 
of Hereſy, the Proteſtant Religion, abated. 


Tux Ignorance and Superſtition of the Vulgar, ſtill remain, their 
Neceſſi ies and Diſtreſſes are frequently very great and urgent, the 
Country is naturally fertile, and recompenſing Labour, requires Cul- 
tivation and is capable of much Improvement. Many uſeful and 
profitable Manufactures want Hands, and Skill to encreaſe and ad- 


vance them: All which are Reaſons for continuing, as they were, 
for beginning this Inſtitution. f | 


His preſent Majeſty in his great Wiſdom, at the Inſtance of 
teveral Perſons: of fincere Piety and unqueſtionable Zeal for the 


B pub- 
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publick Welfare, gave Birth and a legal Eſtabliſhment to theſe 
Schools, and has been hitherto a generous Nurſing Father to them : 
They have been patroniſed and cheriſhed by the chief Governors of 
this Kingdom, who have ſucceſſively preſided over them: and they 
have been promoted and endowed by many Nobles of the Land, moſt 
eminent for Virtue and Wiſdom, and in the moſt exalted Stations *. 
The collective Body of the Kingdom by their Repreſentatives has 
adopted them, and guarded them with ſome neceſſary Laws, and 
munificently provided for them, till lately, that other prefling 
Occaſions, (indangering not only the Proſperity, but the Preſervation 
of the Body Politick) required the Application of the Publick 
Treaſare, to other neceſſary Purpoſes. Many of the moſt diſcern- 
ing and judicious of our Fellow Subjects in our Neighbouring 
Kingdom, did very copiouſly, at the Beginning, contribute to this 
Deſign, (which ought ever to be gratefully remembered, as with- 
out their extraordinary Aſſiſtance, it would probably have expired 
in its Infancy, or if it had ſurviv'd would have been very weak 
and feeble, and flow in its Advances to Strength and Vigour ;) 
their favourable Regard to it, ſtill continues, as far as is conſiſtent 
with their other numerous Demands for charitable Relief. 
What has been contributed hitherto has been carefully and frugally 
managed, and is frequently, fairly and publickly accounted for. 
All which are good Arguments and Motives to wiſe Men to concur 
and continue in promoting any beneficent Scheme. 


IT is however an extenſive and arduous Undertaking, and as it 
encreaſes, requires more Care and Attention, and ſuch Circum- 
ſtances frequently occur in the Execution of it, as call for Zeal and 


Prudence. 


As the Society's Property enlarges, particularly by Bequeſts, 
ſometives expenſive and troubleſome Litigations ariſe, There is 
Difficulty in procuring Maſters duly qualified to ſuperintend and 


provide for ſuch large Families, fit to be intruſted with ſuch a 
Change, 


* Late and preſent Earls of Kildare, late Lord Chancellor Focelyn, Earls of 
Shannen, Clanrickard, and Tyrone, Lord Longford, late Mr. Juſtice Ward. Several 
Corporations alſo have largely contributed to them, as Dublin, Killkenny, Waterford. 
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Charge, and to train up Youth; Skill in Buſineſs, and the Art of 
Teaching not always concurring in the ſame Perſon, In ſuch 
Numbers of Youth of both Sexes, many will often prove unto- 
ward and intractable, and attempt to return to their old Habits of 
Idleneſs and Wandering, and the reducing and endeavouring to re- 
form theſe, occaſion much Trouble, and ſufficiently exerciſe Pati- 
ence. Theſe and ſome other Circumſtances, are ſuch as ſhew 


that the conducting theſe Affairs is not entirely void of Difficulty, 


but ſuch as ſerve only to engage the Care and Attention of the 
Members, and Reſolution to proceed, not to diſcourage and pre- 
vent their Perſeverance. 


Many Deſigns have proved abortive, many noble and uſeful 
Schemes failed, merely for want of Patience, Conſtancy and Per- 
ſeverance to proceed in them, which would have had glorious 
Effects, had they been continued and carried on with the ſame 
Spirit and Vigour with which they were begun. It will be an 
eternal Reproach and Diſgrace, if this uſeful and laudable Scheme 
reduced to Practice, and ſo far advanced, ſhall be ſuffered to fail 
for Want of due Care and Aſſiſtance from any, in whoſe Power it 
lies to cheriſh and promote it; a Sin againſt the Publick and nati- 
onal Utility, for which they can never atone, whether it be con- 
ſidered as a religious or as a charitable Inſtitution. 


In this Caſe let the ardent Zeal and unwearied Endeavours of 
thoſe of the Popiſh Religion be an Example to us. What Watch- - 
fulneſs and Care do they uſe to retain thoſe of their Communion ? - 
What Arts and Induſtry to procure the Converſion of others? And 
ſhall we in a better Cauſe, with ſo much more Reaſon on our Side, be 
careleſs and indifferent, languid and remiſs, diſcouraged and defeated 
by every Obſtacle and Dithculty. Tho' we deſpife the Arts and 
Falſhoods which under the ſpecious Name of pious Frauds they uſe, 
and tho' we abhor the unrighteous Means and Cruelties, which, under 


the Terms of wholeſome Severities, they exerciſe; yet let us not yield 
to them in a Concern for the Honour of God and of promoting the 


due Worſhip of him. Let us, for ſhame, be as ſollicitous for 
ſpreading Religion and Truth as they are for propagating Error and 
B 2 | Su- 
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Superſtition ; 2% we envy not the Perſecutor and Oppreſſor and chuſe 
none of his Ways. To excite us to Perſeverance in our preſent Courſe, 
let us conſider that if this well concerted Plan be ſuffered to fail, 
and all the Labour and Expence that has been beſtowed thereon 
to be fruitleſly conſumed and fruſtrated, what Reſource of Hope is 
there, that a better Scheme will be devis'd, or that ſuch a Spirit 
will be raiſed again, or ſuch Aids be obtained to carry on any other? 
or, ſhall we ever remain in the preſent melancholy State, ſurround- 
ed with the Neceſſitous, diſguſted with the Superſtitious, and envi- 
roned with irreconcilable Adverſaries, ever ready to execute the moſt 
horrid Cruelties upon us, when their Directors ſhall command them, 
and Opportunity ſhall invite them ſo to do? 


Bor to encourage us to perſiſt, let us, thirdly, conſider the Motive 
propoſed in the Text, v:z. the End to be attained, and the Probabi- 
lity of Succeſs. In due Seaſon we ſhall reap if we faint nat. The Ends 
are thoſe great ones before mentioned under the firſt Head, the 
promoting the Glory of God, by inſtilling into the Minds of Youth, 
the Knowledge of him, and of their Duty to him, and inuring 
them to a manner of worſhipping him agreeable to his ſpiritual Na- 
ture and to his own Directions in his Holy Word: The reclaiming 
them from a Worſhip, wherein, contrary to his Command, they 
give his Glory to others, and his Worſhip to carved Images, and 
diſhonour him and the Dignity of their Nature, by many ridiculous 
Superſtitions and Follies, and wherein they are educated in Princi- 
. ples ſubverſive of Morality and Society, and dangerous to their 
Neighbours. '-Other Ends propoſed are, the temporal Benefit of our 
Neighbours, by ſupplying their preſent Neceſſities, and inſtructing 
and enabling them to provide -againſt their future Wants, and to 
become beneficial inſtead of burthenſom to their Country; and Self- 
Preſervation, in diminifhing the number of avowed and declared 
Adverfaries, and reconciling and aſſociating to ourſelves ſuch, whoſe 
unhappy Prejudices and Principles render them Inſtruments of our 
Deſtruction, whenſoever their crafty Guides ſhall think fit to make 
uſe of them to that Purpoſe. Theſe are as deſirable Ends as a wiſe 
and good Man can propoſe to himſelf, as rich and profitable a Harveſt 
as We can reap: ſome of theſe Fruits have been ſecured already, 
pro- 
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proportionable to the Seaſon, tho not perhaps anſwerable to the 
ſanguine premature Expectations of ſome.

ed, that we are as yet, in Compariſon, but in the Seed time, the 


Harveſt truly is great, the Field extenſive, the real Labourers, in pro- 


portion to the Neceſſity for them, but few. The Seed ſown, tho' in 


Quantity copious, far ſhort of the Ground ready to receive it. Much 
that has been expended hitherto, has been in Preparatives, in 
Building, and in furniſhing Utenſils and Implements of this Huſband- 

This Child of the Publick is yet, but in its Infancy, when it ſhall 
come to Maturity and arrive at its full Stature, it will be a Support 
and Defence to its Parents and Foſterers. 


Taz firſt and immediate Benefit of it has been affording Shelter 
and Food to the Indigent, (of the Want, Neceſſity and Uſefulneſs 


whereof in this Kingdom I might copiouſly enlarge) and in the late 


Times of Scarcity theſe Schools received and fed many, who other- 
wiſe might have periſhed for Hunger. 


GREAT Fruit alſo has been reaped in affording a cdmfortable 
Receptacle to the Children of thoſe, whom the Neceſſity of War 
has compelled to be ſent to diſtant Regions for the Service, and in 
Defence of the invaded Rights, of their Country; whoſe great 
Conſolation and Encouragement it has been, that their helpleſs 
Offspring would be protected and cheriſhed in their Abſence, and 
preſerv'd from being ſeduced from the Religion of their Anceſtors, 
of which they would otherwiſe have been in great Danger; as an 
incredible Number in like Circumſtances have heretofore been in this 
Kingdom, to its ineſtimable Detriment. 


Tux Society was lately encouraged to raiſe Nurſeries in each Pro- 
vince for the Reception and Preſervation of ſuch deſtitute Children, 
as were too young to be received into and put under the Regulations 
of the Schools, their Parents and Relations being more willing to give 
up ſuch, than thoſe more advanc'd in Years, and thoſe fo young being 
leſs likely to be tainted in their Principles : But theſe, the Society, 
it is to be feared, will not be able to continue, unleſs a proportionable 
Addition ſhall be made for their Support. ; 
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Sou Benefit is reaped hereby in adorning the Country with 
Buildings, which tho' not ſumptuous and magnificent; are regular 
and handſome, and Ornaments in Places almoſt deſolate, or de- 
form'd with rude ſhapeleſs Heaps, Habitations fitter for the Repoſe 
of the loweſt Species of Animals, than for the Accommodation of 
the Human Race. And theſe Schools, fo long as they ſhall remain, 
will be ſo many Monuments of the Diſcernment of the publick 
Spirit of the preſent Age; and compenſate for the raſh and incon- 
ſiderate Ruin of many antient noble Structures, which might have 
been converted to ſundry uſeful publick Purpoſes. 


Tux ſkilful Culture of the School Lands is alſo an Advan- 
tage, as it may inſtruct others in that profitable Art, and the daily 
Sight of the Buildings and Plantations may ſhame ſome out of their 
Supineneſs and Sordidneſs, and cauſe others to reffect on the Con- 
veniencies and Advantages of durable Edifices and Agriculture, and 
allure them to imitate them as far as their Abilities will permit; 
and theſe Improvements may by Degrees become extenſive 
in their Influence, and propagate Sentiments and Cuſtoms in many 
reſpects advantageous and honourable to every Country. 


ANOTHER publick Advantage is daily accruing from this Society, 
the ſupplying many Families with Domeſticks, on whoſe Fidelity 
they may ſecurely rely in doubtful and dangerous Times : A Con- 
ſideration, which was there no other to recommend this Inftitution, 
ſhould, one would think, be fufficient to ſupport and promote it. 
This is a Circumſtance that deſerves more Attention than is uſually 
given to it by many, as if they had never heard, or had forgotten 
what their Anceſtors and Predeceſſors ſuffered from the Bigotry and 
miſguided Zeal of thoſe who had daily eaten of their Bread, been 
taken into their Confidence, loaded with their Benefits, and whom 
they had no reaſon to ſuſpect or diſtruſt ; who yet, under the Influ- 
ence of Confeflors and Spiritual Directors, notwithſtanding their 
deſerved national Character of Good-nature, and of Fidelity and 
Affection to their Maſters, acted the greateſt Treacheries and moſt 
horrid Cruelties againſt them, | 
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Ir any can doubt whether this Scheme is, or appears likely to be 
ſerviceable to the Proteſtant Intereſt of this Kingdom, let him conſider 
the Adverſaries Opinion of the Feaſibleneſs of it, and of the pro- 
bable Conſequences of the Succeſs of it, abundantly declared by 
their Apprehenſions from it, and indefatigable Endeavours to ob- 
ſtruct and defeat it, not only employing Diſſuaſives, but the moſt 
terrible Threatnings to Parents to deter them from permitting their 
Children to embrace the Advantages hereby tendered to them; and 
executing their Threatnings to the utmoſt of their Power, inflicting, 
in their Opinions, the ſevereſt Puniſhments, by refuſing them thoſe 
Offices of their Miniſtry, which they have taught and made them 
believe are neceſſary to intitle them to their Admiſſion to Heaven, 
and to ſave them from the Torments of Hell. 


Nor content with this (in them .cruel) Expedient, their 
Diſciples have proceeded to Violence, have aſſaulted the Children 
and their Attendants in their Conveyance on the publick Roads, 
have raiſed Tumults and committed Outrages, carried off the 
Children by Force, and have with Difficulty been ſuppreſſed by the 
Power of the Civil Magiſtrate. i | 


TareseE Arts and Efforts of the Adverſary ſufficiently declare 
their Opinion and Apprehenſions of this Scheme. | 


To the before-mentioned Advantages let me add another, reaped 
from this Inſtitution, proceeding from the Perſons laſt mentioned. 
and one of their Stratagems to countermine it. Happy for -this 
Kingdom, and for many parts of the World, if. all their Methods 
of propagating their Superſtitions had been as innocent and benefi- 
cial : This Society has ſuggeſted to them to follow the Example, 
and put them upon ſupporting Schools for the Education of their 
Youth, and raiſing Contributions among their own Sect to ſupply 
the Wants of their own Poor, that they. may not be tempted to ac- 
cept of our Proviſion for them : From whence manifeſtly ariſes this 
doubtful Advantage, firſt, that their Poor gain ſome Relief and 
Supply of their Neceſſities from - themſelves; and Secondly, that 
many of their Youth gain that Degree of. Inſtruction, which may 
ren- 
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render them more capable of further Information, and of being 
convinced of their Errors, by being enabled to ſee their Repugnan- 
cy to God's Word, and their Inconfiſtency with Reaſon. For it 
is a certain Trath, that Ignorance is every where the Nurſe of 
Superſtition, the ſtrongeſt Guard of it in this Iſland; and that every 
Degree of Light tranſmitted to the poor Natives is a ſtep to their 
Converſion, and thereby to the uniting the Intereſts and Affections of 
the Inhabitants of this Kingdom: an Event of the greateſt Impor- 
tance to the Security and Happineſs of all Perſons in it. 


Bur Laſtly, all other Confiderations apart: Let us ſtill perſiſt 
and not be weary in this Well-doing, for in due Seaſon. we ſhall 
certainly reap if we faint not, reap according to the Apoſtle's Mean- 
ing and the primary Senſe of the Text, reap the Rewards of Piety 
and Charity, and of good Intentions and eavours to promote 
both, in that Harveſt at the End of the World,, when the Angels 
Hall be the Reapers, and the Son of Man ſhall ſend. them forth, and 
they ſhall gather out of his Kingdom all Things that. offend and them 
which do Iniquity, and ſhall caſt the Tares into the Fire, then ſhall the 
Righteous ſhine forth as the Sun in the Kingdom of their Father, and they 
that have turned many to Righteouſneſs, as. the Stars for ever and ever. 

HowsoEveR, we may be diſappointed in any other Expectations 
of Fruits of it, whether our Endeavours may ſucceed or no, whe- 
ther theſe Plants ſhall, as may moſt reaſonably be expected, bring 
forth kindly Grapes, or produce wi/d Grapes, whatever Coſts we 
may expend, whatever Care or Labour we, may beſtow in this or 
any other good Work, if it be but proportionable to our Ability: 
He, who declared the true Eſtimate of the Widow's Mite, and 
His Value of a Cup of cold Water given to a Diſciple for his Sake, 
and to whom the Innocence and Virtues of Youth were particu- 
larly precious, will in no wiſe ſuffer us to loſe our Reward. 


Tuo the immediate Objects ſhould not fully, as it is more than 
probable they will, amply recompenſe us; we ſhall be recompenſed 
at the Reſurrection of the Juſt, We may therefore well and wiſe- 
Iy be always abounding in this Work of the Lord, foraſmuch as we 
Sec that our Labour ſhall not be in vain in the, Lord.

EORGE the Second, by the Grace of Gop, of Great-Britain, 
co France and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c.—To all 
Perſons to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come. —Foraſmuch as we 
have received Information by the Petition of the Lord Primate, Lord 
Chancellor, Archbiſhops, Noblemen, Biſhops, Judges, Gentry, and 
Clergy of our Kingdom of Ireland, That in many Parts of the faid 
Kingdom there are great Tracts of Land almoſt intirely inhabited by 
Papiſts, who are kept by their Clergy in great Ignorance of the true Re- 
ligion, and bred up in great Diſaffection to the Government: That the 
erecting of Engliſh Proteſtant Schools in thoſe Places, is abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary for their Converſion ; that the Engliſh Pariſh Schools already eſta- 
bliſned are not ſufficient for that Purpoſe ; nor can the Reſidence of the 
Parochial Clergy only, fully anſwer that End. 


C To 
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To the 'ntent therefore, that the Children of the Popiſh, and other 
oor Natives of the ſaid Kingdom, may be inſtructed in the Engliſh 
8 and the Principles of true Religion and Loyalty, and that ſo 
good a Deſign may the more effectually be carried on; The Lord Lieu— 
tenant, and ſome of the Chief Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy of the ſaid 
. Kingdom, are appointed Commiſſioners to execute the Purpoſes of this 
3 Charter, and have a Power to elect others in the Room of their deceaſed 
Members; and are conſtituted a Corporation or Body Politic, by the 
Name of The Incorporated Socikxr in Dublin for promoting Engliſh Pro- 
teſtant Schools in Ireland: And are capable to receive and enjoy in Fee,
